former for near. 300 years, and the latter a cexitury longer, or till the 
reſtoration of Charles the ſecond. 

At their firſt introduction, the farthitns weighed about 5 3 2 655 the 
Halfpenny about T1 gr. troy, and therefore on account of their light- 
neſs were inconvenient in their uſe, and liable to be loft, which was 
the reaſon of the frequent complaints of their ſcarcity and of the 
I for new coinages of them, and allo a principal cauſe of the 

ſe black coins of foreign countries, obtaining a currency among us, 
and we find by Stat. 1 II. 4, that this deficiency of our ſmall money 
prevented the Lok made to prohibit thoſe baſe coins from having the 

deſired effect. 
| Every riſe in the denomination of our money, leſſened the weight 
of theſe pieces, ſo that in the year 1464, the 4 Ed. 4, the farthing 
weighed but 3 gr. and the Halfpenny 6 gr. tr., and they continued 
to coin them many years of theſe weights, though in ſmall quan- 
tities. Theſe ſarthings are almoſt all loſt, as well as thoſe which had 
been coined for near an hundred years before, our beſt furniſhed 
cabinets hardly producing any but of the three firſt Edwards. 
As the farthing could be minted no longer of good filver, being 
loſt almoſt as faſt as coined, no other method remained of friking 
them but of baſe falver, or pure copper, and the legiſlature not abs |

either, and they being much wanted for many purpoſes, ſhopkeepers 
and tradeſmen made Tokens for themſelves, which, altho' it was a 
notorious abuſe of the royal prerogative, was however winked at; 
though many complaints were made by projectors who were endca- 
vouring to get the ſole coinage of them into their own hands. 

The coining of theſe tokens in ſuch quantities and for ſo long a time, 
we preſume, is the only inſtance to be found of this fort in any ſtate, 
and appears very ſtrange to foreigners; and wlien a certain author“ 
gives an account of theſe tokens, Mr. Miſſon + affirms, that every word 
= lays on this ſubject is falſe from one end to the other; but that 
author is only miſtaken where he ſays, that they purchaſed leave from 
the king to coin them, which we cannot find to have been the caſe. 
The firſt perſon that appears to have made a collection of theſe 
tokens, was the late Brown Willis, Eſq., which is now in the Bodleian 
library at Oxford, and is the compleateſt that has come under our 
notice. The next was Dr. ' Gifford, one of the Librarians of the 
Muſeum, whoſe collection is now diſperſed, except the Town: pieces, 
which are in the King's cabinet. | The moſt copious collection we 
know of at preſent, is that of Mark Cephas Tutett, Eſq. and ſeveral 
of the fineſt ſpecimens are in the collection of Thomas Hollis, Eſq. 
of Pall Mall. Upon the whole, there are few Engliſh collections,

Lord Harrington died Feb. 27, 1614, () and his fon, the ſecond lord Harring-

What we could gather farther on this ſubjeR, is from a dates pamphlet 

of 6 pages in quarto, printed 1644, entitled, A Remedy againſt the Loſſe of the ſub- 

ject by Farthing Tokens, wherein the author complains loudly dure ** abuſe 

of them. 

Our projectors (ſays he) ſoon found the advantage that accrued to a cltvitte Subſtance of 
tradeſman by his farthings being ſometimes loſt, and under pretence of the * 
good of the ſubject and of the poor, obtained a patent to make thouſands of . 
pounds worth; and amongſt other ways to get rid of them, ſome merchants 
would ſell unvendible commodities for tokens, and then wauld preſs them u 
their workmen whom they dealt with, and by that means, even chandlers, bakers 
and victuallers had their hands full. Their profit was exorbitant, as out of 
10z. of copper, which coſt them one penny, they made 20 pence in tokens. 
This could not hold long, but others, more eminent perſons, muſt have a ſhare, 
and fo the firſt makers were diſmifſed, and their patent diſanulled, and all the 
tokens left on the ſubjects hands, who were to ſell them to the braziers at 10 or 
1a pence a pound, for they had a patent to make and diſtribute them, but the 

r ſubjects had no patent * force the makers to take them again. 

The next token makers, we all know who they were, the public farthing

But when farthings began to come in faſter than they went out, the patentees 
did not like it, but ſoon found out a device; that is, that none was theirs but 
double ringed ; a pretty device, for very few were double rings, moſt ſingle, and 
not theirs; and who could prove the contrary ? and ſo upon a ſudden, all 
farthings were left upon the ſubject's hands. This was the ſecond cheat, and 
a grievous one it was, many poor perſons loſt all they had; for they who got their 
living by ſelling of fruit, herbs, fiſh and other commodities, had all their ſtock 
: in farthings, ſome 6, 8, 10, to 20- ſhillings ; which was all loſt to their utter 
undoing. Tradeſmen of a higher degree, had, at that time, 10, 20, 40, yea 
_ Gol. worth of farthing tokens in their hands; which almoſt all proved clear loſs, 
or ſingle rings. It was conceived that there was, at leaſt 100, oocl. di perſed 
throughout the kingdom, which was all Joſt, and no remedy could be had 
againſt the farthing makers. And this was the lamentable iſſue of making 
farthing tokens for the good of the ſubject. Ad i nt fr in 
But theſe pretenders, who do all for the good of the ſubject, would by no 
means forſake that exceſſive profit, but conſtructed another ſort of tokens, that 
none” ſhould be able to counterfeit, as they pretended, and that was with a little 
yellow ſpot in the copper; a good mark to know their own, but a better mark 
to make another cheat of 100,0001, more upon the poor ſubject; but all for their 
good, as is pretended. This has gone on certain years, but at firſt they could 
not vend ſo many as was expected. In the mean time, this, now fitting parlia- 
ment, began; and all patents were put down, becauſe they were fo illegal and 
preſſing to the ſubject; but, to the great admiration of many, this, fo illegal 
and preſſing a patent, did ſtand upright, in its full power, and they have diſperſed 
an infinite quantity of them; by which means they are become ſo plenty, that 
every retailing tradeſman 1s ſo peſter'd with them, that almoſt half of what they 
receive is farthing tokens ; and all adjacent counties are become full of them, 
nay, more than ever they were before; ſo that, of neceſſity, theſe tokens muſt 
go down again; which will prove a greater loſs than thoſe formerly, except the 
parliament do compel the token makers to attend at the offices, with ready mo- 
ney, to exchange all their tokens for good ready money. 
It is very true that farthings are uſeful and neceffary, both for rich and poor, 
we cannot well be without them; and in filver, they are ſo ſmall, that many can- 
not feel them between their fingers; therefore, we ought to have farthings, either 
in copper or ſome mettal mixed with copper, and they ought to be ſo much in value 
as may be worth a farthing ; all copper without any mixture is likely to be beſt, 
to prevent counterfeiting of them ; Grit is certain, if it be ſo big and fo weighty, 
as with the coining and other charges, they coſt a farthing, we are ſure none 
ſhall be counterfeited, nor brought in from foreign parts; for it was the great 
- profit that made the increaſe, Therefore, we ought to make our farthings worth 
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a farthing, that the ſubject may be no more deceived with unlawful tokens. Theſe 
farthings will be very beneficial to all tradeſmen, eſpecially retailers, and very 
comfortable to the poor people | * 1

We find, in this liſt, but few places in the neighbourhood of London, which 
ſtruck theſe pieces, any more than that great metropolis itſelf; not one in either 
of the counties of Middleſex or. Efſex, and but one in Kent. There were 13 
Places in Somerſetſhire which uttered them, being more than in any other coun- 
ty in the Kingdom; there were 8 in Dorſetſhire, 5 in Lincolnſhire, 5 in Glou-
